Double Patenting 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-7 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,652,814. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because: both are directed to a meter and method of use 
having means to actuate a bladder on a test card to move sample. 

Claims 1-20 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-45 of 
copending Application No. 09/946,690. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because: both are directed to a meter 
and method of use having means to actuate a bladder on a test card to move sample. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Yassinzadeh et al. 

See the appropriate paragraph of paper 10. 

Applicant's arguments filed 10/2/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
fully persuasive. 
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Applicant's remarks that the prior art lacks a meter that includes a gimbaled 
bladder actuator were convincing as to claims 1-15 and the art rejections have been 
vacated. However, claims 16-20 are not commensurate in scope with these remarks. 
Claim 16 would define over Yassinzadeh et al. By changing in line 1 "moving" to - 
using a meter that moves — and in line 3 after "strip" adding -meter that is-. 

Upon updating the search, the above new references pertaining to the double 
patenting issues were discovered.
